A HARK AUTOMATON. 

Ingenious Contrivalice of :i 
New York Blacksmith. 

Nicholas Tbelan of Schenectady, ft 
blacksmith by trade, is now engaged on 
a piece of automatic work, which will 
be completed in another week, and 
which is relly wounderful in construc- 
tion, says the Troy (N. V.) Standard. 
By the aid of 94 small iiuitatiotis of 
human beings, the movements of which 
are regulated by machinery, Mr. Tbe- 
lan portrays the closing scenes in the 
life and death of Christ. Tint cabinet is 
of light weight, and could be easily 
transported from one place to another. 
The machinery is in the lower part. 
There are nine compart ments in the 
upper cabinet, the doors of which open 
in rotation and disclost; the progressive 
scenes of the passion. In the lower part 
are keys similar to those in a large, or- 
gan. In front of these, ami a little 
above, is a large roller, operated by cog- 
wheels and a rope. Attached to the 
rope is a heavy weight, which, after be- 
ing raised, is allowed to deKcemi, and 
the machinery is set in motion. The 
roller, on which are small pieces of 
wood placed at intervals, turns slowly, 
and each piece in its turn conies in eon 
tact with a Rev. A wire leads from 
each key to a separate compartment 
in the cabinet, and when the pieces of 
wood on the roller strike the key.-, the 
compartments open and the mute dis- 
play begins. When the machinery is 
first piaced in motion a curtain rises in 
tht; front of the cabinet and ( Mirisl and 
his apostles are discovered sitting at 
the last supper. It is the moment when 
Judas, half arising, leans toward his 
Master and says: ' Lord, is it, I f" The 
curtain falis, doors near il open, and 
the Saviour is seen in prayer, an angel 
hovering near by; close at hand, the 
apostles lie in different attitudes of re- 
pose. The third scent- opens upon the 
gardens where Judas betrayed the Sa- 
viour. The picture is portrayed by 19 
figures, six being soldiers. Following 
this the apostles slowly pass through 
the corridor of Pontius Pilate's place, 
but when they are in front of the audi 
once a door opens above them, the Sa- 
viour appears and blesses them. At the 
same time Peter, in shame, turns his 
head away. When the procession is 
first seen, Satan's head shows above the 
cabinet. It fixes its gaze on Peter for 
ajid instant, and then turns to Judas, 
and does not remove its eyes until the 
figure disappears. The fifth scent! re 
presents the scourging of Jesus, seven 
figures taking part. In the following, 
Jesus is crowned; in this there art; also 
seven figures. Then comes the court 
room seen, where Jesus is sentenced to 
be crucified. Here Pontius Pilate is 
seated on the throne listening to the 
message from his wife. The eighth re- 
presentation depicts the Saviour on the 
cross between two thieves. Near by a 
troop of Roman soldies with their lead- 
er on horseback. The ninth and last 
scene represents the ascension, shown 
by 12 figures. 

The Tichboriie Claimant. 

London, Dec. 3. — As an element of 
agitation the Tichborne claimant is a 
• confessed failure. He fails to attract 
the attention of the only people who 
could bo of any use to him in reassert- 
ing his claim. Before his imprisonment 
ho had a hosttof believers; but it is hard 
to rovivo faith in a ticket-of-Ieave* man, 
who has undergone n, lenghty imprison- 
ment, lie still draws a curiosity and lit; 
has accepted his position and is filling 
his list, like a variety actor, for ap- 
pearances at different theatres. Ho has 
just completed an engagement for one 
week, for which be has received .£200, 
at an Edinburgh music hail. 



DONNYBKOOK FAIR. 



A Lively Picture of the Famous 
Irish Festival, 



From an article on "Dublin City" 
by Prof. Edward Dowden, in the. Dec- 
ember Century, we quote the following: 
"Through the mirthful eye of Jonah 
Barrington we can see the fair itstdf 
unshorn of its splendors. Here are tents 
formed of long wattles in two rows, in- 
inclined together at the top, and which 
forcoveringare spread patchwork quilts 
winnowing sheets, rugs, blankets, old 
peticoats, secured by ropes of hay. "A 
broom head or wellworn brush, a 
watchman's discartled lantern, sur- 
mounted by variegated rags torn to rib- 
bons, serve the purpose of the tavern's 
ivy bush; a rusty saucepan or old post 
signifies that eating as well as drinking 
may be had. Down the middle what a 
day since has been the doors, and now 
are tables, rests on mounds of clay, 
and benches, swaying under the sitters 
when their equilibrium becomes uncer- 
tain, run along, supported in like man- 
ner. 'When the liquor got the mastery 
of one convivial fellow,' says Sir Jonuli, 
'he woultl fall off, and the uhole sow 
generally followed his example; per- 
haps 10 or 20 shillelagh boys were seen 
on their backs kicking up their heels, 
some able to get up again, some lying 
quiet and easey, singing, roaring, laugh- 
ing and cursing; while others, still 
on their legs, were drinking and dan- 
cing anil setting the whole tent in mo- 
tion, till all began to long for open air, 
and a little wrestling, leaping, cudgell- 
ing and lighting upon the green grass. 
The tent was then cleared out and pre- 
pared for a new company.' A delight- 
ful amino, in itself nonrishinc. filb-d 
the dune air — mingled turf, whiskey, 
steaming potatoes, Dublin bay herring, 
salt beef and cabbage. At dusk a do/en 
fiddlers and pipers would strike up, 
and a row of perhaps a hundred couples 
work away at their jig steps 'till they 
actually fell off breathless,' Matrons 
would bring the 'childer' to this para- 
dise of cakes and simple toys, and these 
infantine revellers would assist the 
musicans with popgun and drum find 
whistle. Under the summer moon 
young men and maidens would utter 
their vows and fix the day before going 
before Fr. Kearny, who declared that 
'more marriages were celebrated in 
Dublin the week titter Uonnybrook 
fair than any other two months during 
the rest of the year.' " 



Utiles (or winter. 



The following rules, published in 
Farm and Fireside, tire worth heeding 
by those who believe that, "an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of 
CU ft:." 

.Never lean with your back upon 
anything that is cold. Never begin a 
journey until the breakfast has been 
eaten. 

Never take warm drinks and then 
immediately go out in the cold air. 

Keep the back — especially between 
the shoulder-blades — well covered; also 
lilt! chest well protected. In sleeping 
in a cold room, establish the habit of 
breathing through the nose, and never 
with the mouth open. 

Never go to bed with damp or cold 
feet. 

Never omit regular bathing, for un- 
less the skin is in active condition the 
cold will close the pores, and favor con- 
gestion or other diseases. 

After exercise never ride in an open 
carriage, or near tht! window of an open 
car for a moment; it is dangerous to 
to health and even lift!. 

When hoarse, speak as little as possi- 
ble until tht! hoarseness is recovered 
from, else the voico mayjbe permanent- 
ly lost, or difficulties of the throat be 
produced. 

Merely warm the back by a lire, and 
never keep the back exposed to the 
heat after it has become comfortably 
warm. To do otherwise is debilitat- 
ing 

When going from a warm atmosphere 
into a cohler one. keep the mouth closed 
that the air may be warmed by its pas- 
sage through the nose, ere it reaches 
the lungs. 

Never stand still in cold weather, 
especially after having taken a slight 
degree of exercise; and always avoid 
standing on ice or snow, or where the 
person is exposed to cold wind. 

Councils Bankruptcy Case. 



London, Dec. 3. — Proceedings in 
bankruptcy have begun against Mr. 
Fritzgeorge, formerly the New York- 
agent of the wholesale provision house 
of Hevnolds, Sons it Co., of London. 
An inquiry was held this afternoon in 
the London Bankruptcy court, and it 
was shown that Mr. Fitzgeorge's lia- 
bilities amounted to $4S',833, and his 
assets to $3, He admitted that Messrs. 
Reynolds, Sons it (Jo., paid him a sala- 
ry of $5,000 a year, besides bis ex- 
penses, and also advanced §10,000 as a 
working capital for the New York 
agency. In explanation of his failure, 
he said that his son bad made some un- 
fortunote speculations in London, and 
had lost $3,000, which he (the father) 
had paid. He had also sent his daugh- 
ter to Paris to complete her education, 
and hail found that expensive. At this 
point the inquiry was adjourned.

An ordor for her release 
will probably bo given on Monday next.

DRIVE AWAY OR GIVE AWAY? 

If poor Poloniub ware alivo, after read- 
ing; oho of the stereotyped articles in our 
slightly esteemed contemporary, ho would 
bo moved to cry, "Htill harping on my 
daughter !" For Hamlet was not more 
guilty of harping oh Ophelia than our es- 
teemed neighbor mi the policy of the local 
government in parting with the drydock 
for a valuable consideration. Our con- 
temporary will ask, What was the con- 
sideration f We will tell him. The Do 
minion government assumed tho tre- 
mendous liabilities that had accrued from 
. tho drive-away policy of tho lato govern- 
ment with regard to the dock; and i\wy 
agreed to construct and maintain tho 
dock, thus relieving tho province of a 
responsibility which would have absorbed 
tho provincial revenues for tho next 
twenty years. Next, they agreed to se- 
cure the construction of the Island rail- 
way, and to throw open all the lands on 
the railway belts to settlement at one 
dollar <iu acre. This last is a most im- 
portant concession, and has already been 
tho means of rapidly peopling tho lands. 
The lowest rate at which the railway 
lands of the northwest are offered is iJL'.oO 
per acre. This concession ia alone worth 
all the others put together. Under it a 
valuable class of immigrants is (lowing 
into the country in a continuous stream. 
Even in mid- winter the work of settlo- 
meiit is progressing w ith a rapidity that 
surprises the most persistent croaker, and 
gratifies every man who has the welfare 
of the country tit heart. In return for 
lifting the drydock incubus from the 
shoulders of the country, securing the 
construction of and maintaining the dry- 
duck, and the building of tho Island rail- 
way, what did the province "give away I" 
Three-and-ene half million acres of iso- 
lutod lands in tho hyperborean region of 
Peace river, the Island railway belt 
(which was reserved for the purpose 
by a previous government), and a 
partly-finished drydock at Esquimalt. 
These are all; and wo think that uine- 
tonths of our readers will agroo with us 
when wo say that in consideration of the 
great advantages gained, our inability 
to raovo the British government to coerce 
the Canadian government into carrying 
out the original terms of union and our 
inability to build the Island railway or tho 
dock, Columbia has the best of the 
bargain by "a considerable majority." 
Tho wisdom which impelled the passage 
of tho Settlement bill is everywhere 
acknowledged by tho grand results now 
visible on every aide. Tho first eli'ect of 
tho passage of that bonetioiont measure 
was tho restoration of public confidence. 
Tho effect of tho Fight Canada policy of 
the previous government had been to 
drivo away. capital, to drive away people, 
to drivo away prosperity. A blight fell on 
every interest. Industries of overy de- 
scription were paralyzed; and not a man 
could bo found with a disposition to lay 
uiio brick upon another. Sucli was the 
effect of tho drivo away policy of tho lato 
government The give away policy (as 
our usteemed friend calls it) has had n 
precisely opposite result. Whore it has 
given away in one direction it litis re- 
ceived in another. Practically, it ia a 
policy ofgivo and take — by which, indeed, 
we receivo more than we parted with. 
Will our esteemed neighbor excuse us if 
we seek to remove an impression which 
ho seems to have formed) From tho tone 
of his article it is gathered that he im- 
agines tho hinds and the dock are to bo 
tied up in a bundle and packed out of the 
country. Wo can assure him that noth- 
ing of the sort is contemplated. The dock 
will continue at Esquimalt, and the Peace 
river lands will remain under the juris- 
diction of the province. As for the 
Kootenay lands, let us further remind 
him that it w;»s the house, not the gov- 
ernment, that granted them to Ainsworth 
& Co. 

GREAT ORIGINATORS. 

The United Stales have, without doubt, 
produced a gresit many clever men, and 
especially in the line of scientific discov- 
eries and mechanical inventions, the 
Americans have done a great deal for I ho 
world. Put with Yankee boustfulnesa they 
are inclined to claim too much. Fur in- 
stance, Samuel Morse is claimed to be the 
inventor of the telegraph. It was in 
1844 that the first telegraph in the coun- 
try was put in operation between Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. Now, in 1830, 
eight years earlier, Wheatatone, in Eng- 
land, transmitted messages upju copper 
wire by means of electricity, and in 1837 
he, in conjunction with Cooke, took out 
a patent for improvements in giving sig- 
nals and sounding alarms from long dis- 
tances by means of electricity. Moreover, 
tho idea had been in the minds of scien- 
tific men for several centuries, so that 
Morso was certainly not the inventor of 
the telegraph, though he brought it to 
perfection and adapted it to the practical 
ubc of tho world. In regard to steam 
navigation too, our neighbor claims for 
Fulton the honor of having invented the 
steam boat. It was in 1807 that he built 
tho Clermont, and successfully navigated 
her on the Hudson river. But as early 
as 1789 a Mr. Symington successfully ap- 
plied steam to a towing vessel which was 
used on tho Forth ami Clyde canal. And, 
to go to foreign countries, a Spaniard, 
Blanco do Dairy, attempted to apply 
steam to boats in the harbor of Barcelona 
in 1543, and the French claim that in 
1782 tho Marquis do Jouffray constructed 
a steamboat which navigated the Saone 
for Rome time, The Ottawa Daily Citizen 
of recent date points out that another 
wonderful scientific achievement is 
claimed by the Americans as one of their 
inventions, tho glory of which properly 
bolonga to a Canadian. This is the sub- 
marine telegraph, referring especially to 
the Atlantic cable, tho honor of which is 
givon to Mr. Cyrus Field. In 1850 a 
cable of copper wiro, insulated with gutta- 
percha was submerged between Dover and 
Canada, and in 1852 the second submarine 
cablo was laid from 1'riuce Edward Is- 
land to Now Brunswick, by F. N. Gis- 
borno of Ottawa, the superintendent of 
the telegraphic servico of Canada. It is 
for this Canadian gentleman that the 
credit is claimed of having projected the 
Atlantic cable. Wo quote the Ottawa 
Citizen : 

"In tho Shareholder of tho 18th May, 
1883, published in Montreal, the most 
conclusive evidence is givon that Mr. Gis- 
borno projected tho Atlantic cable in 
1851, and that Mr. Field was not connect- 
ed with the scheme until 185-1, and then 
only as one of the company of English and 
American capitalists that laid it. From 
J.N. Brett's published luttors to Mr. 



Gis'oorne it ia shown that, in the years 
1852, 1853 and 1854 Mr. Gisborne had 
submitted plans to Mr. Brett in London 
for a submarine cable between Newfound- 
land and Ireland; that these two guntle- 
men had agreed to form a company to 
carry out this project, and to secure tho 
oxclusivo privilege for fifty years for 
establishing such submarine telegraph. 
Of course everyone would wish to give 
Morso and Field all tho credit they tiro 
entitled to, but let them not filch from the 
first inventors and projectors of these 
great works tho honor to which thov are 
entitled." 

THE PENALTY. 

Tho punishment that has befallen Mc- 
Guire, the Esquimalt postoftico robber, 
ought to act as a deterrent to other men 
who may be disposed to rob Her Majesty's 
mails, as the crime is one of the most seri- 
ous known to the law and the penalty is as 
severe as the offence. The perpettilors of 
tho recent mail robbery between Kaniloops 
and Savona may well tremble; for if caught 
and convicted they will receive the longest 
term of imprisonment that it is possible to 
inflict. McGuire will have soveu years for 
reflection and expiation.

Opinion of a Montreal Visitor. 



To THK Editor:-- On the eve of my do 
parturo for homo I would like to answer, 
through the medium of 77ii UhIohUI, a 
question which has been put to mu very 
often since 1 have been in your beautiful 
country, viz : "What do you think of 
Victoria/" Well, air. Editor, I may -nay, 
without fear of being called a v flatterer, 
that the natural situation of Victoria, your 
beautiful harbor, your many beautiful 
walks and drives, combine to make your 
city a very desirable place to live in; but 
apart from the beauty of the city, and 
touching the more serious interests of the 
business community, I would like to say 
that 1 think, with the Lion. Mr. Smithe, 
that you have a great future in store, and 
ready to your hand now, in the manufac 
turo of a great many of the staples which 
will be required by tho miner and farmer 
in the interior — not only as far us the 
limits of British Columbia, but as far as 
Winnipeg, and even as far as the great, 
mining districts north of Lake Superior. 
I seo classes of goods made here m Vic 
toria more suitable for the, northwest 
trade than anything wo produce in tin.' 
same lines in Montreal, and equal in every 
respect to the productions of St. Paul, a 
market which supplies Winnipeg very ex- 
tensively notwithstanding an adverse 
tariff of 30 per cent. As I speak from 
long experience in mauufacturinu and 
personal observation in Manitoba, British 
Columbia and tho Northwest, my state- | 
ment, as regards this class of goods may 
be accepted as pretty nearly correct. If 
it is so in one line of goods, why not ui 
another / I am convinced that n only 
requires a little capital, a little brains, ami 
a deal of push to secure to Victoria a fair 
share of the inland trade, and with a fair 
freight rate I see no reason why you 
should not supply the farmer of the North- 
west with his boots and shoes, shirts and 
coarse clothing which is a largo and grow 
ing trado in that country. I merely point 
this out as one probable factor in your 
future prosperity. There must be many 
other branches of trado open to Victoria; 
but as the three mentioned reprnsmit the 
backbone of Montreal's manufacturing 
prosperity, and as they are ail suitable 
lines of goods and easy of manufacture 
I merely cite them in support of my opili 
ion that Victoria could be made a inanii 
facturing centre.

Discussion hy the Halifax 
4 IiuiiiIm i of Commerce. 



Resolution Adopted in Favor of 
Reciprocity with the 
Slates. 



FI.u.it'AX, N. S , Dec. 4. — One of the 
largest and most enthusiastic meetings of 
the Chamber of Commerce for years was 
held hero this afternoon. It was a special 
meeting called to discuss tho subject of 
reciprocity in accordance with the resolu- 
tion of the St. John Board of Trade. 

Mr. Wm. Roche, jr , moved the follow- 
ing resolution : 

"Resolved, That this Chainborof Com- 
merce unite with the board of trade in St. 
John, etc. , in requesting the Dominion 
government to take prompt and effective 
stops towards rearranging a reciprocity 
treaty \s:\y the United States on fair 
terms, and to make efforts to secure ad- 
vantageous trade relations with the Span- 
ish and British NE&jt India islands." 

After considerable discussion the reso- 
tion was put and adopted unanimously, 
followed by applause. 

Senator Bower then moved the follow- 
ing:— "Resolved, that tho executive com- 
mit too of this chamber bo instructed to 
prepare memorial for the Dominion 
government asking for negotiations in fa- 
vor of a reciprocity treaty as in the above 
resolution anil embodying such arguments 
and statistical information in favor of the 
same as they may deem lit." 

Tho motion was seconded by Mr. B. 
W. Chipman and also passed unanimous- 
ly, after which the chamber adjourned.

Present — His Worship the Mayor, in 
the chair, and Councillors Wriglestvorth, 
Vigelius, Gowen, Boyd, Porter, MeKilli- 
can and J. Robertson. 

The object of the meeting was to con- 
firm the action of the mayor under au- 
thority of tho resolution of tho council 
passed at the meeting hold on the third 
day of December, 1884, authorizing him 
to select a lit and proper person to till the 
ollico of police magistrate.

Peuiberton bail been notified of the reso- 
lution of the council. 

Coun Boyd said that the Post said that 
he had not been notified. 

Coun. Gowen said the reason he had 
asked the question was that bu had heard 
indirectly that his worship had only had 
a conversation with Mr. Peuiberton about 
tbo fault, found by the grand jury for 
sending so many eases from ihe municipal 
I court to the supremo court, which should 
be settled in tho police court. 

Coun. Wrigleswoi'th thought it was un- 
derstood that Mr. Peuiberton could not 
be notified until the resolution had been 
confirmed by the council, and moved that 
the appointment made by the mayor bo 
confirmed. 

Coun. McKillican, in seconding the 
motion, said that a better appointment 
could not have been made. 

The council confirmed the resolution of 
the mayor and praised his choice. 

Coun. Gowen asked if it was necessary 
that the salary be fixed at this meeting I

Gov. Cleveland has received a new 
honor. His mime has been attached to 
tho finest diamond ever cut in tho new 
world, Siiiiuii Dessau, the New York 
diamond importer, on the day after elec- 
tion, commenced rutting a very large dia- 
mond, weighing "8 carats, which will 
weigh 40 to oil carats when finished. It 
is without a (law and will be worth §>40- 
000 to §50,000 when cut. Mr. Dessau 
has named it "The Cleveland Gem," and 
as such it promises to bee ime historical, 
being the largest and most perfect gem 
ever cut on the American continent. 

Tho stone was shown when partly 
finished to Gov. Cleveland, who was 
much pleased with tho oomplimeiit. Jt 
will bo sent to the :Vow Orleans Exposi- 
tion. This New World's Kohiuoor was 
found at. tho Cape of Good Hope about 8 
years ago, and has been owned by English 
brokers until two mouths ago, when Mr. 
Dessau bought it. II is intention was to 
cut it at once, but the enthusiasm of his 
father, D. S. Dessau, prevented it. Thu 
old gentleman is an ardent supporter uf 
Gov. Cleveland and he insisted it should 
not he cut until after the election. "Jf 
Cleveland is elected it shall be called the 
Cleveland Gem," ho said, and it was so 
agreed.

ENGLAND. 

London, Dec. PJ. — Ono hundred hos- 
iery operatives left Nottingham to day for 
America, whero places for them are al- 
ready engaged . 

London, Dec. 12. — Lord .Salisbury, the 
conservative leader, has written a letter 
urging the government to institute an in- 
quiry into tho cause of tho existing de- 
pression iu trade. He declares that as 
compared with this all other quostiuns of 
the day are trivial. 

London, Dec. 12.— Tho white book just 
issued shows that tho Germans assumed 
protection over the Luderitze'a territory 
on tho coast of Africa after England had 
refused to protect it and Count Von 
Minister, German ambassador at London, 
was instructed with reference to Ger- 
many's refusal to recognize tho annex- 
ation by Capo Colony of the coast as far as 
Wallish bay. To pursue such policy as 
would pruveut the impression that Ger- 
many would sacrifice vital interests to a 
desire to remain on amiable relations with 
England. Iu the latest dispatch it stated 
that England had Germany as a neighbor 
fn South Africa, but that she claims 
sovereignty over Wallish bay and ad- 
jacent islands and accepts the proposal of 
the appointment of a commission to fettle 
the claim to the disputed territory. 

London, Dec. 12 — There will bo a 
great meeting of Orangemen at Belfast 
January 5th on the occasion of Wyckhli'e's 
quincentenary which will be celebrated 
throughout the north of Ireland. 

CHINA. 

London, Dec. 12. -A dispatch from 
Hongkong to the Times, says affairs at 
Kolung and in Tonquin, remain in statu 
i[Uo. General do Lisle threatens to resign 
command at Tonquin unless he is re- 
inforced. Each mail steamer brings more 
Germans for the Chinese military and 
naval service Ono hundred and twenty- 
six Germans have already entered the 
Chinese service. 

EGYPT. 

Donoola, Dec. 2. — Natives have vory 
little confidence that the British expedi- 
tion will prove successful. They posi- 
tively refuse to accompany the hlnglish 
forces beyond Moruwi on any condition. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Dec. 13 — Prime Minister Ferry, 
replying to M. de Broglio, said it was the 
duty of tho government to pursue a 
policy of moderation until it proved un- 
availing, iu which event he pledged him- 
self to energetic measures. "You will 
soon see," he said, ''how tho government 
intend to rospond to tho legitimate im- 
patience of tho country." England's 
voluntary mediation proved abortive 
through tho attitude of China. Farl 
Granville had not officially informed 
France of tho Chineso proposal, bocauso 
hu considered it impossible at this time; 
for tho negotiations had expired, and the 
moment for action had not arrived. He 
denied that Franco has isolated herself, 
and said she was friendly to all powers. 

Pauls, Dec. 12. — The Telegraph is in- 
formed that three torpedo boats built in 
England and sent to Australia were thenco 
forwarded to .Shanghai for service in the 
Chinese navy. 

RUSSIA. 
St. Petersburg, Dec. 12. — Count 
Talze, minister of tho interior, hus or- 
dered tho expulsion of all Jews residing 
in Odessa, Kiel! and other large cities 
with foreign passports, unless they also 
possess special government permits of 
residence. The Jewish firms doing busi- 
ness in these cities are dismayed at tho 
order, and many will probably be obliged 
to go into liquidation. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Dec. 12. — The dinner of the 
executive committee of merchants and busi- 
ness men's Cleveland and Hendricks club 
to-night was a great success. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Dec. 12. — Tho coroner's 
jury in the case of Mrs. Surah Kennedy, 
charged with the murder of her husband, 
rendered their verdict to-day. Of the ten 
jurymen three held to a verdict of justifiable 
homicide and soven to manslaughter. 

Stockton, Doc. 12. -Jas. Wells, a Baptist 
preacher and school teacher at Ripon, shot 
and killed a man named Phillip Percbe to- 
day. The trouble grew old of family mat- 
ters, and it is reported bore thill Percho bad 
threatened to kill Wells, and while tho lat- 
ter was on tbo way from school to-day 
Ferche made a movement as if to 'draw a 
weapon, when Wells drew a pistol and kill- 
ed him. Wells was advised to remain 
with bis family until the sheriff came for 
him. 

AFRICA. 

BERLIN, Dec. 12. — The Congo committee 
has provisoually accepted French neutrality 
proposals which provide for the free navi- 
gation of all rivers and canals, and free pas- 
sage over all railways and roads both in the 
Congo and Niger countries by all nations, 
peaceful or beligerent, for the purposes of 
commerce in time of war.

MONOPOLISTS TO BE HANGED. 
A Itesiirrectionist's Story. 

EASTERN STATES. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 11. — At a meeting of 
Socialists last night, a speaker named 
Griflin declared that "workingmen must 
bo incited to absolute resistance," and 
that all monopolists were enemies to tho 
country, and ought to be hung. Crimi- 
nal laws were unnecessary; peace and 
order could bo bettor sustained if they 
woro abolished; famine was tho result of 
the ovor-production of iron and not poor 
crops. The only way to stop it was to 
pay nothing, receive pay for nothing, and 
take everything without price. Other 
speakers followed iu the same strain. 

Springfield, Mass., Doc 10. — A story 
cornea from Egramont, Berkshire Hills, 
which agitates tho people thereabouts, 
that Fstelle Newman, aged about thirty 
years, had died in Egramont in 1878, and 
after tho funeral services in the littlo 
Methodist church, was buried in the town 
cemetery, and forgotten. The sensation 
was caused by tho dying testimony of 
Worth Wright, who is said to have con- 
fessed to his brother that he, while a stu- 
dent in Albany Medical College, was pre- 
sent at the funeral, and with other stu- 
dents lay in wait near the cemetery until 
tho burial was ovor and the graveyard de- 
sorted. He then helped to disinter the 
body and carry it in a sack to tho medical 
college. They at once went to work on 
it. In the dissecting room, while on the 
table, tho body showed signs of life and 
resuscitated. Finding the woman alive 
on their hands, the authorities of the col- 
lege had her taken to the insane asylum 
of Schoharie county, New York. This is 
the last Wright is said to have known of 
her whereabouts. The Newman woman's 
grave will probably be opened to see what 
the story amounts to. 

French Discourtesy. 

London, Dec. 3. — A new cause of 
coolness has arisen between the Eng- 
lish and French Governments. The pre- 
sent complication is over the English 
proposals for the readjustment of the 
Egyptian debt and the payment of the 
Alexandria indemnities. After Lord 
Nortllbrood's scheme had been rejected 
by tho English cabinet, a plan was for* 
mutated by Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Cranvillo, with the assistance of tho 
Jliglit Hon. George J. (JoscIipii, for- 
merly British High Commissioner at 
Constantinople. A note embodying this 
plan was sent by Lord Granville to the 
pownrs on the l25tb ultimo, and Mr. 
Goschnn was sent a special envoy to 
Paris, Berlin, and Vienna, to urge its 
acceptance. At the same time Mr. 
Gladstone explained to the House of 
Commons in a speech in which he said 
that England had no intention of call- 
ing a second conference to settle the 
Egyptian debt question, but that all the 
powers must recognize the necessity of 
making proportional sacrilices in view 
of the condition of Egypt. This speech 
attracted attention in France and was 
commented on by several of the Paris 
papers as dictatorial and menacing. Mr. 
Goschen's report of his reception by the 
French Premier has now been received 
at the British Foreign Ollice. He sr.ys 
that M. Ferry's manner was absolutely 
frigid. There was no sign of cordiality, 
and the special envoy was treated with 
scant official courtesy. In reply to Mr. 
Goschen's suggestion of a friendly dis- 
cussion of the terms of the proposed 
plans, M. Eerry stated that he hstl 
neither tho time nor the inclination to 
discuss them. He added that Mr. Glad- i 
stone would probably soon learn the 
views of France regarding England's 
obligations and the way.

Dr. G. Ll Beardsley, n medical ex- 
pert, has been giving 10 the public the 
latest investigation by physicians re- 
specting the phenomena attending the 
closing of life. It seems that while 
there is a natural dread of death on the 
part of all sane and wholesome people, 
there is no such repugnance among 
those whose end is near. The function 
of dying is ncgaiive; we tall to pieces 
like a flower. The organic, chemical 
changes are not only natural, but are 
accompanied by a sense of relief and 
even of pleasure. The criteria of death 
are being satisfied, and the process is 
consummated when this extinction of 
sensibility prevails at the ultimate lilii- 
monte. During the progress of this dis- 
solution of the nerve force, the creep- 
ing on of tho numbness of a condition 
of repose, and instead of torture or 
pangs.Ja degree of much satisfaction oft 
approaching an enthusiasm is realized. 
The sensations peculiar the berabeutia 
operations of opium, hashish, et her, etc. 
are .not improbably akin to the mental 
activities of the dying. Barring the 
hallucinations experienced in the stu- 
por as it gains (ui the subject, the 
moribund is familiar with naught that 
borders on suffering. The carbonic acid* 
has poisoned or narcotized the several 
ganglia, and reflex productions arc in- 
terdicted. A consummate analgesia pre- 
vails. In short, the notion of pain is 
forbidden the instant that any stimulus 
falls to excite a response. The condi- 
tion to thin irritability is that the nerve 
center and track are sound, [f this vi- 
gor vanishes, reflex phenomena are at 
an end, and suffering, physiologically 
speaking, is impossible, because of the 
arrest of the function of the sympathet- 
ic. Under these conditions there is no 
physical or mental recoil from death 
Dr. William Hunter was sorry lie was 
unable to write "how easy and delight- 
ful it is to die." Dr. Solander, the trav- 
eler, was so delighted with sensations 
of excess in cold that lie was the first 
to lie down in the snow to realize the 
luxury of such a death. Dr. Burney 
tried hard to resist, the efforts made to 
resuscitate him from from drowning, so 
bewitched was be from his prolonged 
slumber, infants die as serenely as 
they breathe, and though hanging is 
the most cruel form of death, save 
crucifixion, yet after the first agony of 
strangulation, hallucinations rapidly 
follow that are intensely pleasurable. 
Death means rest and relief from Mif 
fering. Its chief terror to the well is in 
what may follow in tho long and lonely 
night which cames after dissolution.
